IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Supreme Court on Drainage 


District Interests. 


The Supreme Conrt of Illinois has jup,t 


rendered a desision which will be of in- 
tereft to all parties who have had or who 
may have interests in drainage districts 
in Illinois. The case went up from Piatt 
county. Pollard and Go9 presented a 
petition to the Supreme Court for a man- 
damus against the auditor of the state to 
compel him to register certain bonds is- 
sued by the commissioners of the Lake- 
fork special drainage district in the Coun- 
ties of Piatt, Champaign and Douglas, 
upon assessments made in a snb-district 
of the Lakefork special drainage district. 
The main district was . divided by the 
commissioners into thirty-one sub-dis- 
tricts, under section 43 of the Farm 
Drainage law. The court holds that ae 
the sub-districts were formed by the order 
of the commissioners, the law authorizing 
bonds to be iESued upon assessments does 
not apply. The amount involved iu this 
one case is 815,000. 
The court further 


holds that districts wholly in one town- 
ship cannot issue bonds and that the law 
authorizing the issue of bonds does not 
apply to such districts.

As an outgrowth ot the various divis- 


ions of farmers' organizations in different 
parts of the state, the Illinois State Far- 
mers' Alliance was '.organized to-day at 
the city hall, there being less than fifty 
tillers of the soil present to take part in 
the 
proceedings. 
This is the third 


attempt that has been made to form the 
State Alliance. Meetings have been held 
this year at.Bloomington and Champaign, 
but owing to slim attendance it was 
thought better to wait until the Deeatnr 
meeting. The Alliance society is strong 
in Champaign and Moultrie counties, 
and in other parts of the state, while in 
Texas, the Dakotas and in a few other 
states the doctrines of the society have 
resulted in the formation of numerous 
clubs. 


The Alliance has co-operation among 


farmers in the disposition of their pro- 
ducts as the central idea, and by organi- 
zation they hope to crush all trusts and 
monopolies and secure a fair price for 
what they produce. In some localities 
they have Alliance stores. There is one 
at Dewey, in Champaign county, and at 
Ivesdale they are figuring on building a 
gram elevator to be operated on the co- 
operative plan. 


At the preliminary meeting this fore- 


noon, William Bowers, of Champaign* 
was chosen temporary chairman, and S, 
A. Kirkpatnck, of Mayview, secretary. 
Mr. K. is the state organizer. 


Brief addresses on the objects and pur- 


poses of the organization were delivered 
by Hon. A. J. Streeter, ot New Windsor, 
Chairman 
Bowers and 
others. 
Mr, 


Streeter, who has been prominently 
identified with all agitations in the inter- 
est of farmers, expressed himself at some 
length as opposed to all trusts. 


The committee on credentials, H. A. 


Kyser, of Canton, Frank Offenstem, and 
E. K. Pierce of Champaign, presented 
their report of_nccredited delegates. It 
was adopted as follows:
